DEAR MR. PRESIDENT: 

I WAS PLEASED TO RECEIVE YOUR LETTER OF DECEMBER 27, 1994 
WELCOMING OUR MUTUAL EFFORTS TO RESTORE PEACE, SECURITY 
AND DEMOCRACY TO RWANDA. ANTHONY LAKE HAS TOLD ME OF HIS
